TELLS OF CHRISTIE DEAL 


Declares He Borrowed. Money to 
Meet Notes of Man Now in 
Sanitarium. 


A. D. Brown, president of the Hamil- 
ton-Brown Shoe Co., told Tuesday in 
his deposition before Judge Reynolds in 
the receivership suit against the com- 
pany, his story of the celebrated deal 
with Harvey L. Christie for a part of 
the former stock holdings of Brown's 
eon-in-law, W. F. McElroy. Christie, 
who lost heavily, is now:in a sani- 
tarium. 

To Judge Priest’s questions about the 
transaction Brown replied readily. When 
Ford Thompson, attorney for the re- 
ceivership petitioners, began questioning 
him, he suddenly lost his memory and 
for an hour replied to one question after 
another, “I don’t recollect.” 

“But when Judge Priest asks you a 
question,” Thompson remonstrated, “the 
answer comes right off the bat. Yet you 
can’t recollect anything I ask you about. 
Haven’t you tried to fix these matters in 
your mind and refresh your memory on 
them ?’’ 

“When EF go home,” responded Brown. 
“I throw up the windows and go to 
sleep. - I’ve told the truth, let the chips 
fall where they may. If you can get 
us into the hands of a receiver, you're 
welcome to do it. 

‘“T have sunk my identity in this busi- 
ness,“ he went on. “I have tried to help 
every employe who had merit.” 

The Christie deal, which involved stock 
of the Hamilton-Brown and United Rail- 
ways companies and an interest in the 
Victoria Building, was brought up by 
Judge Priest, who said that in his pre- 
vious questioning of Brown he had for- 
gotten to ask about one important mat- 
ter. 

“Did you purchase from Harvey L. 
Christie any shares of the Hamilton- 
Brown stock since 19097" asked Priest. 

‘Yes,’ said Brown, “Sept. 2, 1910, I 
bought 225 shares from Christie at $3% 
a share.”’ 

Bought Christie’s Stock. 

“How did you come to buy the stock ?’’ 

“William M. Sloan of our Sunlight 
factory went to the same church with 
Christie and. they were great frien@y. 
Sloan and Christie came to me and 
asked me to help Christie. Christie wag 


‘greatly depressed, and he was almost 


if not crying. 

“They wanted me to buy 226 shares of 
stock from Christie at $325 a share. 
Christie told me that he had a note for 
$73,410 at the Banker’s Trust Co., which 
was coming due. The stock of the shoe 
company, he said, was up as collateral. 
This was in August that he was in to 
see me.”’ 

“Did you buy any of the stock then?” 

Gave Him Other Stock. — 


Christie I did not want to buy it. 
Sloan urged me to help Christie, and I 
finally agreed to help him. I first gave 
him 300 shares of United Railways stock 
at $65 a share, amounting to $19,500. I 
let him t&ke this stock to sell three 
weeks before the note was due. He 
sold it for $18,980, a loss of $500 Isaac

Will Not Be Ready Next Year, 
but Provision for Pupils 
Will Be Made.

The college of Journalism of Columbia 
University, New York, endowed in the 


sum of $2,000,000 by the late Joseph Pul- 
itger, will open next September, accord- 
ing to the announcement of Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, president of the 
university, who left St. Louis Tucaday, 
atter a two day’s stay. 

“The organization and purposes of the 
new college,” said Dr. Butler to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday afternoon, 
“Will foliow the plans of Mr. Pulitzer, 
with whom I have often talked about 
the matter. The last letter I had from 
him on the subject was received less 
than two weeks before his death. 

“The advisory board, consisting of a 
number of editors, designated by Mr. 
Pulitzer in his will, is to meet within a 
few weeks, probably in January. 

Will Make Its Pians. c 

“The University Council will then be 
ready to discuss with the advisory board 
plans of organization and administra- 
tion. There will be frequent meetings, 
and the advisory ite yiee will be etten 
called on, 

“The selection — a dean and a faculty, 
like the other matters of detail, has not 
been taken up yet. This was the ques- 
tion which chiefly concerned Mr. Pul- 
itzer, as he felt that getting the right 
Men as teachers was absolutely essential, 

nd that this was a phase of,the problem 


‘which money would not solve. He spoke 


of tt im his last letter to me. ‘Where 
shall we get the man?” was the ques- 
tion he then asked. 

‘The building, as provided for in Mr. 
Pulitzer’s will, is to Cdst $500,000, and will 
be @ four story structure at Broadway 
and One Hundred and Sixteenth street, 
im architectural conformity with other 
buildings of the university. 

“This building will hardly be ready 
fiext fall, but the university, by some 
readjustment, will be able to provide 
quarters in the present buildings for 
the College of Journalism until the 
building is ready. j 

Faith in. Mr. Pulitser’s Ideas. 

“T have faith in the ideas of Mr. Pu- 
‘Vitzer, who belfeved that schools ‘of 
journalism are as necessary, and should 
have as secure an educational standing, 
as schools of flaw and medicine.

HAS DUAL PERSONALITY 


Frances Starr Plays This Part 
Powerfully, and Has an Ad- 
mirable Support.

‘é HE Case of Becky,” a new play 
J by Edward Locke in which 
Frances Starr began a week's 
engagement at the Olympic last night, 
is a. curiously interesting and repellant 
stage exposition of the power of hypnot- 
ism both as a cause and a cure of oer- 
tain forms of brain disease. 

The individual instance considered by 

Mr. Locke is that of a young girl who, 
through pre-natal influence due to the 
shame and suffering of her hypnotized 
mother, is afflicted with a mental mal · 
ady which gives her a dual personality, 
one good, the other evil. 
This girl’s neurological plight is in- 
tensified by the ugly fact that she, too, 
has been degraded to the base uses of 
the scoundrelly hypnotist who had her 
mother under his control, from whom 
she firally escapes in such a seul-panic 
of horror and loathing that it brings to 
a crisis her own baffling mania,. born of 
heredity and environment. 

Escaping, she meets and falls in love 
with a worthy young man ald comes 
under the treatment of a genuine scien- 
tist in the field of hypnotic suggestion, 
who, it is ultimately learned, is her own 
father, the husband ofthe wahappy 
woman whom the Charlatan aypnotist 
nad lured to her ruin. 

It is at this point of the story that 


with the battle Letwean the two hypno- 
tists, one a conscientious scientist, the 
other a mountebank dabbler in dangerous 


ing the prize for which they contend. 
The good specialist longs to cure her 


She loves. The malevolent quack strives 
to regain possession of her for his own 
evil purposes. 

The play telling this most unusual 
story is set on the stage by David Be- 
lasco, and “Mr. Belasco, with all the 
marvelous cunning at his command, so 
successfully invests) its production with 

an atmosphere of what may be called 
— experiment that the outcome 
of the conflict between the two hypnot- 
‘Mists ts awaited with breathless interest 
by a public not ordinarily asked to 
contemplate such a. motive of drama 
as a legitimate factor in playhouse en- 
tertainment. Each of the play’s three 
acts takes place in the sanitarium of 
Dr. Emerson, the sincere student of 
hypnotic problems, and the story’s in- 
cldents fairly reek with the ‘“profes- 
sionalism” of such a surrounding. 

Always the central figure of this 
story is the role assigned to Frances 
Starr’s playing, the dual role of Dor- 
othy and Becky, the girl in the case. 

At one moment this girl is Dorothy, 
a good and sweetminded girl of ap- 
pealing innocence and trustfullness. At 
another moment, and in the flash of 
an eye, she becomes Becky, an impish, 
soulless,. almost. obscene creature, so 
devoid of all gentler human instinct, 
indeed, as to have the touch of insanity 
upon her hapless being. 

It is a perilous role, because there 
are times when the slightest lapse in 
its earnest playing would cause the 
Dorothy-Becky figure to become ridicu- 
louls instead of pathetically appealing, 
but Miss Starr plays it with such gen- 
uine power that it maintains a mag- 
neic grip upon one’s imagination. 

She makes the scene of the final 
“soul-death”’ of Becky, the permanent 
driving away of this strange obsession 
from. Dorothy’s personality, a most 
touching moment, stamped with a sug- 
gestion of uncanny tragedy that leaves 
a& memorable imprint upon one’s mind. 
.Miss Starr is a very much stronger 
| and more finished player that when last 
seen here, and -her work in this re- 
markable Edward Locke play is full of 
big promise. 

The part of Dr Emerson is admirably 
played by Albert Bruning, who was so 
potent a figure as the stfike-leader in 
the New Theater Company's production 
of “Strife” at the Garrick a ‘season or 
so ago. Charles Dalton as Prof. Bal- 
zamo, the mountebank hypnotist, gives 
a singularly graphic realization of a 
most repulsive figure, that of a man 
of irresistible animal magnetism which 
he employs for the most evil ends.

He sees no present solutszon of the great 
economic. questions with which the 
country is grappling. The caliber of 
American statesmanship is too low at 
present, he said. 

Says There Is Much toe Learn. 
“We are a raw, young people, and 
will continue to pay for our ignorance 
just as we have since the foundation 
of the country,” Edison said in sum- 
ming up the situation presented by the 
great economic problems with which 
Congress is struggling. 
| “I believe that when Congress passed 
the Sherman anti-trust act it actually 
ment to curb the trusts. It failed ab- 
solutely. After almost a generation the 
court decisions show that this act was 
a farce. The dissolution of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and the American To- 
bacco Company is a sham. It might be 
called a distribution, but not a dissolu- 
tion of monopolies. It is the result of 
poor legislation which, while striving to 
curb trusts, actually assisted and ac- 
celerated their growth.

to the new order of things. A cut or a 
raise in the duty of an article should 
hot be made in one year; it should be 
distributed over 10 years or so. 

“Of course compromise is one of the 
greatest curses of our form of govern- 
ment.

The other Brownie to — a place was 
Bill Hogan; native son, who guarded 
the left pasture at Sportsman's Park: 
Hogan wins the place by the narrow 
margin of 3 points from George Bilis, 
another Californian, whose slump in 
stick work was one of the disappoint- 
ments of the Cardinals. - 

Six Cardinals on Team. 

That Ed Koney wins the first base- 
man’s job there is no doubt. Ed's mark 
was .289, against Joe Kutina’s .269. There 
supporters, 
though, who look for the big Iowan to 
outdo Koney next year. Kutina’s .269 
was made during his short stay with the 
Browns in their American League wind- 
up. It was in the series with the Cardi- 
nals, however, that he pasted the ‘ball 
for better than a .400 mark. His admir- 
ers believe he will prove a slugger next 
year. 

There was a close tilt for batting hon- 

rs among the third sackers. Mike 
Mowrey wins the place over James Aus- 
tin because he hit .267, while Austin’s 
mark is .261. Austin’s work—aside from 
his peppery play in the fleld—was an 
agreeable surprise to Brown followers. 
Generally considered a wéak man with 
the club, he didn’t do so bad as some of 
hig mates on Wallace’s' team.

Arguments Will Arise. 

The selection of some of the players for the 
All-St. Louis team will cause many argu- 
ments among the followers of the two teams. 
For instance, Huggins, who hit but .261, 
against Laporte’s .314, would propably be 
picked by a majority on his allround work. 
Huggins’ better fielding and smarter play 
offset the slugging of the Brownie. 

Then .others would name ‘‘Rube’’ Ellis for 
the left flelder’s job on the strength of his 
speed. “In the opinion of some, Ellie’ fewer 
base hits count for more than Hogan's great- 
er total. Ellis on the base paths, too, is 
probably more valuable. é 

Bob Waliace’s steadier play as well as his 
wider experience would surely discount Hau- 
ser’s nine-point advantage in hitting, if a 
fair expert were picking a man for the short 
fielder’s job. The selection of a third sacker 
between Mowrey and Austin on their aliround 
play would also create a lively @iscussion.
